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Numismatic  Chatter 

I  wish  to  again  thank  my  many  patrons  for  the  hundreds  of  bid  sheets 
sent  me  on  my  last  sale.  I  was  much  gratified  as  there  was  not  a  very  unusual 
lot  of  material  offered  and  few  great  rarities.  This  sale  far  exceeds  the  last 
one  in  many  respects. 

Those  rare  crowns  beginning  with  lot  774  sold  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
owner  and  showed  that  my  estimates  of  their  value  was  not  excessive.  He 
has  sent  me  30  more  for  this  sale.  The  dollars  beginning  with  lot  800,  many 
of  them  sold  for  the  full  estimate  printed  and  some  bids  were  higher,  but  in 
many  cases  were  shipped  to  buyers  at  less  than  their  bids,  where  I  felt  the 
bid  was  too  high.  I  was  surprised  to  see  so  many  bids  and  my  bid  book  on 
that  series  looked  like  a  lot  of  chicken  tracks. 

Gold  continues  to  sell  higher  with  each  auction.  I  was  in  New  York 
at  the  three  day  gold  sale  in  April  and  the  bidding  far  exceeded  my  expecta¬ 
tions.  I  estimated  that  90%  of  the  lots  were  sold  on  the  floor,  which  showed 
that  the  out-of-city  bidders  represented  by  hundreds  of  sheets,  got  very  poor 
picking.  The  illustrated  catalogue  of  118  pages  had  estimates  of  values  on 
all  lots.  The  U.S.A.  gold  sold  in  some  cases  at  almost  double  that  of  the 
Dunham  sale  and  the  foreign  gold  which  was  priced  as  recorded  in  recent 
books  on  gold,  sold  in  many  cases  far  over  those  estimates,  up  to  50%  higher. 

My  last  sale  again  showed  that  it  does  not  pay  me  to  list  coins  that  are 
now  in  circulation  and  just  good,  notwithstanding  the  fact  in  strictly  uncir¬ 
culated  condition  they  may  be  very  rare.  In  this  list  I  am  bunching  many 
such  coins  in  lots  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  if  I  offer  them  at  all.  I  prefer 
to  confine  my  sale  to  the  class  of  material  in  most  demand  at  present.  A 
man  with  a  pocket  bulging  with  money  is  not  looking  for  the  cheapest  thing 
he  can  buy,  as  a  rule. 

I  do  not  issue  any  price  lists  of  my  sales  and  never  have.  It  does  not 
pay  me  to  do  so.  The  demand  for  price  lists  is  almost  zero.  The  Johnson 
list  of  auction  sale  prices  is  far  better  and  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every 
collector  who  is  interested  in  values.  I  understand  it  is  to  be  issued  each 
year.  Just  send  me  a  double  post-card  any  time  you  wish  information  on 
what  any  coins  in  my  sale  go  for. 

I  now  expect  my  next  sale  may  be  in  September  and  my  last  sale  for 
the  year  in  November.  I  do  not  like  to  have  a  December  sale  when  so  many 
people  are  giving  all  their  attention  to  the  holiday  festivities.  Your  lots  for 
listing  in  my  next  sale  should  be  sent  at  once  if  they  contain  any  considerable 
lot  of  material.  At  least  20,000  coins  promised  for  this  sale  did  not  arrive  as 
owners  were  too  busy  to  get  them  ready,  so  you  may  likely  see  them  in  my 
next  sale. 

I  particularly  wish  for  my  sale  or  cash,  choice  early  large  cents  with  no 
dates  after  1812,  early  dates  of  all  series  from  cents  to  dollars.  Uncirculated 
Half  Cents,  Complete  sets  of  Commemorative  Half  Dollars  and  sets  of  gold 
commemoratives.  Proof  coins  of  all  series,  and  gold  of  all  dates  and  especially 
foreign  pieces  in  which  I  am  right  now  specially  interested.  The  finer  the 
grade  in  gold  the  better  the  price  and  more  competition.  Gold  coins  long  in 
circulation  are  worth  only  slightly  over  their  present  gold  value.  Most  people 
who  buy  gold  are  prepared  to  buy  the  finest  or  none  at  all,  but  there  are 
collectors  who  wish  all  grades. 

One  of  these  days  when  I  am  too  old  to  print  auction  lists  I  may  write 
a  book  on  the  Amenities  of  a  Coin  Dealer.  It  -will  likely  be  several  hundred 
pages  and  contain  episodes  that  gave  me  a  laugh  in  years  gone  by.  For 
example,  a  chap  wrote  me  lately  that  he  was  sending  me  a  Standing  Liberty 
quarter  that  showed  some  circulation  of  the  right  leg  and  he  could  not  accept 
it  as  Uncirculated.  I  wrote  him  I  was  brought  up  in  an  age  when  the  female 
sex  was  fully  clothed,  and  all  that  showed  was  Romantic  Hands,  Pleasing 
Face  and  Lovely  Hair.  The  rest  was  left  to  the  imagination.  For  these 
reasons  I  had  likely  only  noticed  that  the  Statue  of  Liberty  on  his  coin  had 
two  legs  and  that  they  reached  from  her  body  to  the  ground  and  would  be 
useful  if  she  decided  to  step  off  the  pedestal.  Now  fellows  if  you  send  me 
any  more  Liberty  Standing  Quarters  be  sure  the  legs  are  nice  and  round, 
breasts  full  and  tempting  and  cheeks  round  and  rosy,  so  my  ascetic  friends 
will  not  have  their  senses  dulled.  Be  sure  and  remember  this  as  I  have  to 

keep  friends  with  my  patrons. _
